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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Proposed new claims are of a different scope than the finally rejected claims and require further consideration 
at least under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st par., and 35 U.S.C. 102 & 103. Further search may be required. With respect to 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st 
par., the formulae set forth on p. 23 of the specification have specific substitution patterns. Further consideration is required as to 
whether the formulae set forth in the proposed new claims, with unlimited substitution patterns, are fully supported by the original 
disclosure. In addition, the "at least one of X1 and X2" language allows both of X1 and X2 to represent a nitrogen atom. Support for 
formula 4 wherein both of X1 and X2 represent a nitrogen atom is not clear.
